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Adam, if I ſhould vndertake a diſcourſe of the worth 
and excellency of Prayer, it would be much harder for 
me to keepe meaſure, then to be furnifhed with matter. 
How it is commanded by God, and commended by 
the frequent practiſe of all the faithful, there is no man 
reading the Scripture can be ignorant: and what ſweet- 
neſſe it brings to the Soule and Conſcience, by hauing 
ſuch a continuall entercourſe and communion with 
the Lord, I hope your Ladiſhip can witneſſe from 
your owne experience. This is all I will ſay on the behalfe of prayer, that as 
it is one of Gods titles of honout to be ſſiled. The hearer of praters{ Plal,65.2.) ſo 
to call vpon the name of the Lords put for the whole duty, and as it were the 
life and ſubſtance of a Chriſtian, (i. Cox. 12. 2. Tim. 2. 19.) Prayer is that which 
ſeaſoneth all other ſeruices which we offer vnto God, it is an argument of a 
mans effectuall profiting by other exerciſes of 8 is a thing which the 
perſecuters of the Saints, when they violenti/ xauſe all publike acts of wor- 
ſhipping God to bee intermitted, cannot abridge vntillli it ſelfe bee cxtingui- 
ſhed. Much talking there is of Prayer in the world: but if, ſetting aſide mens 
lip-deuotion, inquirie be made into them, what apprehenſion they haue of 


knowledge and vnderſtanding of his promiſes, what care( when they come to 
pray) te watch over their owne ſtraggling thoughts, and to tie their hearts to 
that buſineſſe of deuotion, we ſhall fiade ſuch an vniuerſall (carcity of theſe 
things, that it may be ſafely affirmed, that albeit there bee many kneelers and 
ſpeakers, and repeaters of words, yet there are few true petitioners vnto God. 
Now among thoſe few which make conſcience to performe this duty as they 
ought, I haue obſerved a great defect: namely, that for want of exerciſed wits, 


Godlineſſe, and ofa liuely ſenſe and diſtin conceiuing of their owne perſo- 
nall neceſſities, they are not able to be their owne meſſengers, nor to doe their 
owne errand, in preſenting the ſacrifice of praier beforethe Lord. They wauld 
pray with their families, but they know not how: they haue a willingneſſe vpon 
other occaſions to become ſuters vnto God; but they cannot deuiſe which 
way to begin. To helpe theſe, I haue lately taken a little paines: not with an in- 
tent to binde their deuotions to my words, (for who am I: that I ſhould take vp- 
on me to limit the motions of another mans heart to a forme ofmy deviſing?) 
neither yet to cheriſh any in this their inſufficiency to deliuer their oune ap- 
prehenſions and particular caſes vnto God: but that by ſeeing the order and 
courſe of Prayer, and by acquainting themſelues with words and formes of 
ſpeech agreeing to the nature of ſuch an exerciſe, they may at laſt, like little 
children, who by creeping, and by the leading of others, learne to goe, be able to 
performe this holy duty with contentment tothemſelues, and with comfort al- 
ſo to others vpon occaſion. |

1.) of the forme which 
Halactut was wont to vſe ſor the ignorances ofthe people (Chap. z.. ) oſ the 
many Pſalmes which are ſtiled, Plalmes of inſtruction, not onely hecanſe the 
matter was of vie to inſtruct Chriſtians, but alſo becauſe th very mould it ſelfe 
might remaine ata helpe in Prayer for thoſe, who ſhould at any time fall into 
the like occaſion, which the Enditer of the particular Pfalmes was exerciſed 
with.

Which Plalme, though ayming perhaps at ſome 
more ſpecial affliction, in v hich the Servants of God then were; yet in aſmuch 
a itis reported in thetitle to be for the generall vᷣſe ofan afflicted perſonſas in- 
deede it is excellent for ſuch an occaſion) it ſeemeth to mee abundantly to (a. 
tis ie all thoſe who ſhall doubt of the conueniencie of ſuch ſer directions. 
; Thus having acquainted thee with my whole intent, and laboured(leaſt thou 
ſouldeſt hee foreſſalled by any miſ-· opinion) to ſhew warrant for my doing, I 
commend my endeuouts to thee, and thee tothe Lord, praying him to furniſh 
thee with the Spirit of ſupplication, Zec. 12. 10. That thou mailt be full of ho- 
ly matter, Iob. 32. 18. 450 foaboundingwhth gracious ſpeech, Col. 4. 6. that 
thine abilitie to vtter thine one feeling vnto God, may bring much ſweetneſſe 
to thy ſoule, and no lefle comfort to others, if thou bee at any time occaſioned 
to ſpeak in the name of others to his Maieſty: Adding this withall, that if thou 
ayme not at this grace, but content thy ſelſe ſtill to ſpeske no other wordes but 
ſuch as are put into thy mouth, thou wrongeP thy lelfe greatly; and all thoſe 
who haue laboured to bring thes vnto more perfection.
